plant, but so far have been unable 
to master the intricate mechanism. 
Machine guns have been

The trouble began when German 
electricians turned off the lights in 
the Kaiserhof, French military head­ 
quarters.

ODD IDEAS CONCERNING RATS 


Belief That the Rodente Could Not 
Live In Certain Parte of Scotland 
—Witchcraft Symbol*. 


Many curious beliefs formerly pre­ 
vailed in Scotland concerning the rat. 
One of the most common of these ires 
that there were certain districts where 
rats could not live, and could not even 
be introduced. 
The old Scottish his­ 
torian Hector Boece states that there 
were no rats to be found In his day in 
Buchan, while a later author, 
Sir 
Robert Gordon, made a similar state­ 
ment regarding Sutherlandshire. 
He 
says, “If they come thither in ships 
from other parts, they die presently, 
how soon they do smell the air of 
that country*.” 
At the same time, ac­ 
cording to a correspondent of the 
Sportsman, 
he 
asserts 
that 
rats 
abounded In the neighboring county 
of Caithness. 
Even b o late as 1704 
the belief prevailed. 
The writer of 
the articles on Morven and Roseneath 
in “The Statistical Account of Scot­ 
land,’* states that attempts were made 
to introduce the rat Into these par­ 
ishes, but without success. 
With re­ 
gard to Roseneath, he says: 
“From 
a prevailing opinion that the soil of 
this parish is hostile to that animal, 
some years ago a West Indian planter 
actually carried out to Jamaica sev­ 
eral casks of Roseneath earth, with a 
view to kill the rats that were de­ 
stroying his sugar-canes. 
It Is said 
this had not the desired effect, so we 
lost a valuable export.” 
During the 
period of the witch mania rats were 
looked upon as the symbols of witch­ 
craft. 
That they could be extermi­ 
nated by a course of rhyming was a 
belief common to both Scotland and 
Ireland, though more popular in the 
latter country than the former.

LEGION AIDS WAYWARD BOYS 


W. P. MacLean. 


Kansas Plan Could Well Be Copied In 
Every Section of the 
Country. 


“Open a school and you cl (.re a 
prison/' wrote Victor Hugo. In Kan­ 
sas 
they 
have 
opened one that 
bears the ominous 
title of the Boys’ 
Industrial school. 
Industrial schools 
too often resemble 
prisons. This Kan­ 
sas school, how­ 
ever, actually is 
doing 
a 
great 
work toward tak­ 
ing boys out of 
bad 
environment 
and keeping them 
off the road that 
almost Invariably leads to prison. 
In this, as in every forward move­ 
ment, there is a personality around 
which everything develops; one man, 
directing, inspiring, prompting. 
His 
name is W. P. MacLean, superinten­ 
dent of the school. 
MacLean is this sort: He was hurt 
in an automobile accident recently. 
His boys—there are hundreds of them 
—came individually and in groups, 
every one of them, to the hospital to 
find out how he fared. There was no 
play while he was away from them. 
MacLean’s school Is Just outside 
Topeka. He calls it Oasaycap, a name 
concocted from the initials of Hugo’s 
epigram. 
MacLean was a captain in 
the army and this year he Is com­ 
mander of the American Legion de­ 
partment of Kansas. 
It is through 
MacLean that 
the 
Topeka Legion men reach the lads at 
the school. 
You know the sort of 
youngsters they must hive been when 
they arrived. Typical bad boys of vil­ 
lage streets; young gangsters; hesi­ 
tant at that turning point of youth 
where a boy faces one road to respec­ 
tability and another to outlawry, and 
the lutter path is the more alluring. 
It is no badge of honor to be sent 
to an industrial schooL Most lads ire 
shamefaced about IL 
But MacLean 
won't permit this. He has gotten the 
Legion to step in and help the boys re­ 
gain and maintain self respect. 
First, the I/Cglon men, most of whom 
belong to Capital post No. I, of Tope­ 
ka, have aided the school aud the 
boys by obtaining appropriations from 
the legislature. 
Then they act as 
sponsors for the various social organ­ 
izations of the school—the band, the 
athletic teams, the singers. They pay 
the boys' expenses and make dona­ 
tions, in addition. 
The legion helps 
the boys make exhibition trips all over 
Missouri and Kansas and on these ex­ 
peditions the boys are treated royally 
and soon abandon shame and hold up 
their heads. 
The boys repay the Legion by donat­ 
ing their entertainers for Legion shows 
and by participating in ail public cere­ 
monies conducted by the Legion. 
But it is an every-day sort of friend­ 
ship, too. The legionnaires frequently 
visit the schools and pal around with 
the youngsters. 
When Capital post 
rives its annual picnic It is on the 
industrial school grounds and the boys 
wait on their guests. The boys hu.e 
donated their labor in their print shop 
to the Legion. 
Tile be^t part comes when a boy or 
group of boys leaves the school to try 
his luck again in the world. A Legion­ 
naire of Capital post goes to the train 
with him, advises him in a friendly 
way and probably slips him a little 
farewell gift. 
He telegraphs to the 
legion post In the boy’s home town 
and someone there takes up the friend­ 
ship anti sees the kid through the 
tough period when he is facing the old 
crowd, and maybe the old temptations, 
•gain. 
It Is a great work for the coming 
generation and MacLean of Kansas is 
playing a big p a rt
